Not but they might have this very Model in 
iew, even whilft they were crying up Abfolare Power 
nd Sovereignty : For they hoped upon the Demife, that 
it Aiexander would be fet out in Legacies, and fairly 
vided among his Captains ; fo that they fhould then 
able to form a Confederacy, fufficient to eftablith 
ir own beloved Scheme. 
Whoever will carefully perufe their moft popular 
riting, and examin the feveral Faéts that make up the 
ect Account of their Condu& in thofe two memo- 
ble junctures, muft readily believe, that they have long 
0 entertain’d Hopes of introducing a Commonwealt 
iongft us ; and that both their Principles and Praéti- 
shave had a violent Tendepcy this way.

A very near Relation of their Favourite Speaker, 
0 every Day rodeto the Houfe with Un Dien G Un 
triumphantly infcrib'd on his Coach of State, which 
vers of Herefy and Sedition were forward enough 
a in favour of Deifms and Tyranny, appeared 
lickly in Print as an Advocate for the Gmmonnealth- 
me, and openly recommended it to all his Country- 
- The Proteftant Succeffion was oppos’d and traduc d 
wen Vigour and Application: The Reafonable- 
excluding the whole Race of the Scuarts, before it 
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became Exxtin&, was then impioufly contended for. We 
were told, that it was as lawful to fet afide the Children 
of a Tyrant, as to Dethrone him in Perfon. Some were 
fo ridiculoufly Impudent , as to write in Favour of 
French Poli:icks and the Salique Law , and others perpe- 
tually teazd us with Encomiums upon the Dutch; wheres 
in, inftead of celebrating their Friendthip and inviola- 
ble Affection for us, they feem’d rather to make us Ri- 
vals than Allies, and labour’d to perfuade us to imitate 
their way of Governing, and to model our Conftitu- 
tion by the Plan of the Srates. Their continual Ha- 
rangues in favour of Liber'y, which at that time was 
bandy’d about as an inexhauftible Topick, never entred 
into the true Nature of that Blofing, as it is juftly fated 
by our Laas, and fecur’d to us under the Guardianthip 
of the Prerogative, and by a Ballince of Powers in the 
Legiflatwr:; but ran altogether upon the loofe, wild, 
natural \dea of Libirty, before States and Societies were 
erected; or upon that Democratical Liberty, which du- 
ring the Faétions in Rome, had obtain’d among fome 
Writers of that Age, or been made the Subjet of one 
or two Greek Declamations, when that unweildy Em- 

ire was crumbled into Petty Provinces and Repub- 
ficks; whofe Model had been ftrangely vary’d, according 
to the prevailing Cuftoms of the Place, the uncertain 
Humour of the Popslace, or the artful Manage of fome 
cunning Demazoyue, under the fpecious Title of a Lap- 
giver. Whatever Meafures had been objected to them, 
as favouring of the Spirit of their Anceftors in Forty 
Ort, they could very readily account for, by giving a 
fubtle Turn to all Arguments of that kind: They plead- 
ed their hearty Deteftation of the Ujmper, in whofe 
Character they could diftinguith the Rebel from the Ty- 
rant ; and therefore 1ail'd at Oliver moft Loyally, on y 
for fpoiling the Commonwealth. The Depofing Dotlrine, 
which was afterwards melted down into the Notion of 
Refiftance, was then advanced with great Confidence 
and all the Precedents for King-Aillng, and Treafin too 
big for the Laws, reviv'd with Freedom, and publickly 
enroll'd among the Records of their Party. A new Sett 
of Saints and Martyrs was collected from the Lives and 
Adventures of the moft renown'd Traitors and Viksins 
of former Ages. Whoever wrote for, or but men- 
tion’d the Brrerisiee and Rights of Monarchy, was 
branded as a Malignant, and an Enemy to his Country. 
The choiceft Republican Books were Reprinted, and 
openly Dedicated to the principal Officers of State. All 
who could Write or Clamour loudeft on thefe Subjests, 
were countenanc’d at Courr; and for want of other 
Recommendations, a brave Defcent fiom forme noto- 
rious Rebel, or Hero of a Regicide, was a good Title to 
Favour. Many glory‘d in the Shante and Infamy of their 
Name and Houfe, as a ftep to Preferment; and Vil- 
lainy ran away with the Hereditary Right, when Loyalty 
was allowd to make ufe of that dangerous Expreflien 
no longer. 

But of all their Attempts towards introducing the 
Republican Scheme, nothing comes up to their Method 
of Recommending thofe great Perfons to the World 
who were to be their Loftruments in bringing about this 
hopeful Work. If any one, who has a ftrong Stomach 
and a very large Stock of Patience, will be at the Pains 
to perufe the fulfome Addrefs, and naufeous Panegyrick 
of the Party, he will want no other Proof of that noble 
Defign, in which their Heroes were engaged. For, fince 
nicl of their Dedications, Poems, Ballids, and Thank|- 
giving Sermons, {peak the fame Language, it is natural

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fippof. that this Acreer<nt vas owing to the Force 
bapetie Dictates, oe the Succefs and candid Recep- 
edion which other Perfemances in that way had already 
Met with. New inalthis ColleStion, you will feldom 
ind a Chara€er gives to the Honourable or Mlu/trious Pa- 
tron, in which any great Strefs is laid upon wats Fi- 
deli:y, o- Obedience to a Crown'd Head ; tho’ thefe Virtues 
might lave coft a good Invention no more trouble, than 
foneOther ftrange Difcoveries, ufually made upon thefe 
Ocafions: And tho’ Hi/fory is full of Examples of Great 
wen, eminent for their Courage, Zeal and unfhaken 
Conftancy ina Royal Caufe, yet thefe Men were not to 
be pleafed with a Name ora Parallel of this Sort, whe- 
ther Anfient or Modern. The Flyes that buzz’d in their 
Sunthine foon fmelr out the fhorteft way to their moft 
Corrupt Part, and there lodg’d themfelves with fafety : 
They therefore very wifely waved the Daty of a good Sub- 
jet, and in all their Encomiums infifted chiefly on the 
Commanding Virtues; defcribing rathet an Archon, a 
Laxgiver, a Founder of a State, a Tribune, or one of the 
Epbori, than a Loyalift, a True Subject, or Faithful Ser- 
vant to bis Prince. But what feems moft of all furpri- 
zing, it was very common for thefe Encouragers of 
Learning, as they were hereupon call’d, to affame or onn 
a Republican Name and Charatler : Which was fo far 
wrought into a Fafhion, that all the lite Commonyealihs 
of Greece, and the great One of Rome, could hardly fur- 
nifh us with Titles enow for our Governors; tho’ I! 
with they had been fo kind to fend us fomething elfe be- 
fides the Name. It happend very luckily for the Retailers 
of Whig- Panegyrick, that Cornelius Nepos had been done 
into Englifh, and Plutarch’s Lives wantlated, partly from 
the French aid Latin, and partly from the Original 
Greek, which was a great Eafe to them ; and their want 
of Claffical Learning atton’d, in fome meafure, for the 
Liberties they took, and the palpable Blunders they were 
often guilty of, in the Centrivance and Application of 
their Characters. | remember when the Polite People, 
at the Court-End of the Town, thoughtit as high a piece 
of Decorum, to mention the Whig-Miniffers by the 
Names of Aricus, Ariftides, Epananondas, Cleomences, 
Cato, Cc.; as it is for the Members of the Kit-Cat to call 
over their 7o4/?s by the agreeable Appellations of rhe 
Star, the Dove, and the Phenix, rather than_by thofe 
Titles, which by Birth or Marriage they had a Right to ; 
tho’ in both thefe Cafes, there was often an Incongruity 
between the borrowed Name and the real Perfon, the moft 
Abfurd and Monftrous in Nature. This Humour ran 
fmoothly down the Prefs ; and a Whig-Writer thought he 
iad been Witty enough for a Page or two, if he could 
but call his Patron by fome hard Greek Name, and leave 
his Readers to guefs at the Meaning. Some People ima- 
ined, that thefe Worthies were in the Right, to de- 
rive themfelves from a very remote Line; for fear of 
having the Jowe/? Branches of their Pedigree trac'd too 


‘narrowly, or for ‘want of any other Genealogical Orna- 


ments: But as truly Republican as thefe Characters were, 
fach infofferable Blunders were committed in the work- 
ing them up, as no ciyilizid Country could be thought 
capable of producing, where Greek and Latin are taught 
lickly, and at reafonable Rates. A Bigot to his 

, who facrificed every thing to that Idol, of a nar- 

row, referv'd, implacable Temper, was mifcalled Atticus, 
the moft good-narur'd, moderate, and generous Man of 
al] the Antients. Ari hides, a Greek of itriét Juftice, and 
a mortal Enemy to all forts of Corruption, was com- 
ared to a Midirn, whofe numerous Oppreflions are a 
carfed Entail upon our Pofterity. Aicibiades had fome- 
what of better Quarter; He was Vicious enough to make 
a tolerable Whig-Hero ; but the Application lay in thofe 
Incidents of his Life, which were ca]l'd his Misfortuves ; 
and thereby a Hint was given at the Reafonablenefs and 
Neceflity of rhofe. Mutimes and Infurre&tions, which he 
Headed avainft his own Country. Hannibal was the 
mioft abuted ot any. I meddle not with his Miliary 
Virtues: But notwithftanding the Earl of Rochefer s 
Remark on the Charafler drawn for him by Mr. Lee, he 
was Tame and Paflive enough under the unjuft Frowns 
of his Country ; and therefore by no means a fit Pa- 
rallel for one, who has ine himfelf upon a Nation 
for their exceflive Bounty to his Merit, and Indulgence 
to his Faults, by oppoling her Interefis and leflening

He muft carefull 
ward againft the leaft imputation of Avarice ; whic 
was one great Reafon’ of the Quarrel between C:/i 
and Brutzs, - In fhort, they muft be furnith’d with a gx 
many undoubted Virtues, and. affume ‘the. Appcaru 
of a great many more; in order either to,attone for, ¢ 
give a Colour to, thofé Principles of Sedirion, wht 
go along with all Changes in Governiment. Bur wiht 
will the Woigs find a,Sett’ of fuch Men, among th 
Leaders? The little Good, they have darie, is fo gr 
Bungled, and the many. Evils’ they daily. perfiit in,! 
flagrant and! undifguis'd, that tho’ they thoald {uc 
in Overturning any thing:befides Thémfelves, vet © 
would never. be able to Rebuild the Ruins, atie:
